Wilbur Weikert. 18-year-old son of 
the owner of the farm, as he stood 
in the doorway of the bam .

youth was unconscious three hours 
from the shock he sustained. 
The young man, who helps

father operate the farm, had been 
In the stable of the barn finishing 
up his daily chores when the storm 
broke at 6:30 o'clock. He remained 
inside the structure until the rain 
stopped falling and was preparing to 
make a dash few the house when 
the bolt struck. 
His father, who was standing a 
short distance away in

house on the property, saw th# 
lightning flash down the lightning

Looking for his son, he saw him ly­ 
ing on the ground a t the bam door. 
Rushing to his aid, he found him

Pilot Circles Field

the field, selecting the best possible 
place for a landing. 
When he saw where Hie crowd 
was placed, held in by 150 police­ 
men, Post dropped his right wing 
and slid to within a few feet above 
the ground. Straightening out then, 
he dropped the big plane gently onto 
the field facing away from the crowd 
so there would be no slightest pos­ 
sibility of injuring any of the over­ 
enthusiastic welcomers. 
Police Guard 
As soon as the plane stopped roll­ 
ing Gatty and Post climbed from 
the cabins, turned their plane over 
to a police guard, and entered an 
automobile which carried them half 
a mile across the field to the ad­ 
ministration building. 
As they left Ute automobile the 
crowd cheered again and attempted

“Regulations as to clothes, movie 
going, lateness of evening hours and 
other personal habits are imposed 
on teachers in some states. 
“In their fight against all this

character is not a thing that can 
be cultivated 
by

regulations.”
